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MAT DAVIS WINS. 


NEGROES HOLD ATHENS IN THEIR 
GRASP. 


PRIVATE LETTERS AT THEIR MERCY 
With the Warning of Pledger’s Son Before 


Them, to Make Them Hesitate Before 
Using an Ineffieient Mail Service, _ 


WasHINGTON, February 21.—[Special.])— 


Mat Davis’s nomination as postmaster at- 


Athens went to the senate today, as it was 
predicted in these dispatches. 

The news was at once telegraphed to Athens, 
and a reply was received that an indignation 
meeting would be held and the merchants 
would boycott Wanamaker’s stores, including 
Hood, Bonbright & Co., and would request 
the merchants of the entire south to do like- 
wise. By the appointment, however, Wana- 
maker says, ‘‘On with the boycott,”’ for he had 
been threatened with it before. Mr. Carlton is 
indignant both with Buck and Wanamaker. 
In speaking of Wanamakef’s part in it tonight 
he said: 

“The appointment of Mat Davis is a most 
shameful and intended outrage upon the peo- 
ple of the south, and in view of the fact that 
Mr. Wanamaker had been told by Senator 
Colquitt, myself and others that our anxiety 
to have a white republican appoinéed to this 
office was in no wise intended as an antagonism 
to Davis himself, but in behalf of the educa- 
tional interest of both white and blacks, as 
Athens was an educational center, thus his ap- 
pointment evidenced an absolute, unwarranted 
and not to be forgiven disregard for the educa- 
tion of both whites and blacks. I understand 
that Wanamaker gives for his excuse for hav- 
ing finally appointed Davis, the threatened 
boycott to his business houses on the part of 
sOuthern merchants. Inasmuch as the evi- 
dence goes abundantly to show that Wana- 
maker and the administration had made up 
their mind to appoint Davis long before this 
boyeett was threatened, such an excuse for the 
appointment of this negro will hardly be re- 
ceived by an intelligent public, and is alto- 
gether unbecoming one in such a high 
official position. However, I will add 
that though the people of Athens 
do regret this appointment, for reasons given, 

et they regard Wanamaker, and not Davis, 
as the mischief maker, and will treat the 
newly-made pastmoster with kindness and 
consideration. While Mr. Wanamaker may 
chafe under the treatened boycott to his mer- 
cantile interests on the partof the merchants 
of the south, yet the people of Athens have 
greater cause for complaint by reason of the 
‘boycott’ which he has actually perpetrated 
mpon the educational interests of both 
the white and colored people of Athens. I 
would ask in all candor, what will the people 
at large, both north and south, think of Mr. 
Wanamaker and his purposes when he had an 
opportunity of appointing a decent and intel- 
ligent white republican from a number or such 
applicants, and preferred to appoint a negro, 
whom he admitted to be ignorant, illiterate 
and to that extent incompetent for the duties 
of so important an office.” 

THER ARE ALL NEGROES. 

The office pays nearly $3,000. 

All the postai clerks on the roads entering 
at Athens are negroes, and Mr. Wanamaker 
knows that the appointment of Davis as post- 
master would put tlre “entire mail service of 
Athens in the hand of negroes, and that, too, 
in the face of the fact that but a short time 
since, Pledger, one of the postal clerks, had 
been arrested and jailed for continued and 
persistent robbery of the mails. This is a 
woeful outlook, both for the government and 
the good people of Athens in the service of the 
United States mail. 

Mat Davis was Buck’s candidate. A. E. 
Beusse was recommended by General Long- 
street, ex-Governor Bullock and other Georgia 
republicans. Atthe time they recommened 
Beusse they protested against the appoint- 
ment of a negro on the samme grounds as Mr. 
Cariton, but Mr. Wanamaker would only 
listen to Boss Buck, for he knows Harrison 
has an eye on the next nomination, and 
Davis's appointment, like Dudley’s at Ameri- 
cus, was necessary to secure a solid Georgia 
delegation at the next convention. 

The nominations of both Dudley and Mat 
Davis will be referred to Senator Colquitt, 
to report to the senate, he being a member of 
the committce on postoffices. Senator Colquitt 
can hang both up for six months, if he chooses, 
but it is doubtful if he will resort to this 
course. The people of Athens and of Georgia 
would applaud him if he would fight negro 
appointments to the bitter end. 

HUSTON WILL RESIGN. 

Again the announcement is made that J. N. 
Huston, United States treasurer, is'to resign. 
The informatien appears to be well founded. 
The impression is that there is a conspiracy 
among certain officials to embarass the admin- 
istration by successive resignations. First 
Assistant Postmaster General Clarkson is soon 
to close his connection with the postoffice 
department and Treasurer Huston is 
to follow shortly after. The reason as- 
signed for their prospective action 
is disgust with the administration. Mr. Hus- 
ton is not in harmonious relations with the 
president. This factis two notorious among 
his Indiana friends to require further confirma- 
tion. Until this premature report came out, 
Mr. Huston was in the habit of expressing 
ltimself to his Hoosier friends, concerning his 
resignation in about the following language, 
and in the most emphatic manner: 

“Resign? Ofcourse I’m going to resign. 
I’m not ready yet. I want my resignation to 
be felt. Wait till one or two others of the dis- 
gusted resign and I’ll follow suit, and in that 
way the administration will be embarrassed.”’ 

Mr. Huston expressed himself freely and fre- 
quently and to more tnan one to this effect. 
He was mad all the way through 
and showed it. The premature 
publication of his intention upset his plans, 
and there was nothing left for him to do but to 
follow Clarkson's lead and deny. The trouble 
dates back several years. It 1886 Huston was 
chairman of the Indiana state committee. He 
is rich and subscribed liberally to the campaign 
fund, and the state went republican by a small 
majority. He was chairman again in 1888, and 
at Chicago worked with New, Dudley and others 
to bring about Harrison’s nominations. In the 
campaign which followed, Huston did good 
work, and when Harrison was elected he was 
hailed as the coming man in his state, as 
Clarkson was in Iowa. 

Clarkson wanted a cabinet place, and so did 
Huston. Both were turned down. John C. 
New was also disgruntled, and the president 
had difficulty in preventing his kicking over 
the traces. Mr. Huston was seen today about 
the report. He did not deny it, but merel 
said the relations between the president an 
himself were pleasant. A big sensation in the 
political family circle of the president is surely 
coming. E. W. B.

PUBLIC BUILDING BILLS. 


The Senate Considers a Large Number of 
Them. 

WASHINGTON, February 21.—The conference 
report on the bill to increase the pensions of 
totally disabled pensioners was presented in 
the senate by Mr. Davis, and was agreed to. 
The senate proceeded to the consideration of 
bills on the calendar, under the eighth rule, 
(unobjected cases) and passed the following 
bills, among others: 

Granting permission to officers and enlisted 
men of the United States army, members of 
the Society of Cincinnati, Aztec Society, Na- 
tional Association of Veterans of the Ameri- 
can War, Military Order of Loyal Legion of 
the United States, and of the Grand Army 
Republic to wear badges adopted by these 
orders. 

Increasing the limits of cost for public build- 
ings as foilows; San Francisco (site), to 
$800,000; Sacramento, Cal., to $300,000; El- 
cone Tex., to $200,000; Omaha, Neb., to 
$2,000,000. Makingappropriations for public 
buildings as follows: Annapolis,Md., $75,000 ; 
Kansas City, Mo., $2,500,000; Los Angeles, 
Cal., (additional) $350,000; Alleghany, Pa., 
%250,000; Beaver Falls, Pa., $50,000; Atchi- 
son, Kan., $100,000; Martinsburg, W. Va., 
$125,000; Selma, Kan., $150,000; Zanesville, 
O., Empofia, Kan., Danbury, Conn., and 
Waterbury, Conn., $100,000 each; New Lon- 
don Conn., $100,000; Youngstown, O., 
$100,000. There were still other public 
buildings on the callendar. 

When that business was closed, no other 
business was disposed of, and after a brief ex- 
ecutive session the senate adjourned to 
Monday.

RATES FOR SHOWMEN. 


A Decision that Puts an End to Party Rates 
for Rheatrical Parties. 


WASHINGTON, February 21.—A decision by 
the interstate commission in the case of the 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati and St. Louis Railway 
company against the Baltimcre and Ohio 
Railway company was announced teday. The 
opinion was written by Commissioner Veazy. 

he compliant in the cases alleges that the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railway company has 
adopted and has in operation “party rates’’ so- 
called, whereby parties of ten or more persons 
such as theatricals parties, traveling together 
on one ticket, are transported at two cents per 
mile, whichis less than the regular rate for a 
single person, said rate being about three cents 
per mile,and that said company,also sells round 
trip excursion} tickets without publicly post 
ing rates at which said tickets are sold. 

The commission holds that passenger excur- 
sion rates are required to be published accord- 
ing to the provisions of section six of the act 
to regulate commerce; that party rates are not 
commutation tickets, and when party-rate 
tickets are lower than contemporaneous rates 
for single passengers, they constitute a dis- 
crimination, and are illegal. The Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad company is, therefore, re- 
quired to immediately cease and desist from 
sale of party-rate tickets, and ordered to print 


and post its excursion rates. 
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A Fruitless Session. 

HELENA, Mont., February 21.—The legis- 
lature adjourned last night, having been: in 
session ninety days, and failed to pass a 
single bill. Addresses to the people were is- 
sued by the republican senators and demo- 
cratic representatives. It is understood Govy- 
ernor Toole will call a special session to pass 
appropriation bills about the firstof May. It 
is said the governor will recognize the legality 
of the election of the republican representa- 
tives from Silver Bow county, if the United 
States senate seats Sanders and Powers. This 
done the deadlock ends and legislation ma 
proceed. Maginnis and Clark have practi- 
cally given up the fight, and will return to 
Helena in a few days.

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The Sun’s Cotton Review. 


New York, February 21. — Futures de- 
clined smartly in the morning hour. Liver- 
pool came ouly slightly lower, Dut her statisti- 
cal proportion was an element of weakness, 
showing, as it did, the supply for that market 
about a quarter million bales in excess of last 
season, and some of our bulls lost confidence. 
Besides early reports of interior receipts were 
pretty full. At six or seven points decline, 
the selling movement ceased, a recovery of 
three or four points followed, the buHs show- 
ing a disposition to give values a little toss 
from the pure force of habit, but when large 
port receipts were bulletined, the market 
weakened again. 


The Injunction Dissolved, 


New York. February 21.—Argument on 
the injunction which was granted by Judge 
Lacombe last week restraining the cotton seed 
oil trust from dissolving, reorganizing and 
turning all property, amounting to millions of 
dollars,over to a corporation in New Jersey, was 
heard today by Judge Wallacein the United 
States circuit court. 

The judge dissolved the injunction and said 
he would hear argument in the case when bills 
of complaint were filed against some individual 
trustee, and in the meantime reconsider the 
question of jurisdiction. Two weeks were 


given to file the amended bill ef complaint. 


Movements of Specie. 

New York, February 21.—Exports of spe- 
cie from the port of New York last week, 
amounted to $1,266,780, of whiéh $572,180 
wasin geld and $694,600 in Wiver. All the 
gold and $7,500 in silver went to South Amer- 
ica, and $687,100 in silver was shipped to Eu- 
rope. Imports of specie for the week amount- 
ed to $34,150, of which $16,230 was in gold 
and $17,940 silver.

THE ARGUMENTS IN THE HOUSE 


YESTERDAY. 


FOR THE SITE OF THE EXPOSITION : 


Friends of the Four Cities Set Forth the Ad- 
vantages of Their Homes for Holding 
the Great Exposition in 1892. 


Wasuincton, February 21.—Upon motion 
of Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, it was resolved 
that when the house adjourn today, it be to 
meet Monday. 

The regular order being demanded, Mr. 
Hooker, of Mississippi, proceeded to address the 
house upon the world’s fair bill. He spoke of 
the vast importance to the world of Columbus’s 
discovery, which marked thé greatest era in 
history. It deserved commemoration. 

He was fora centennial celebration of the 
discovery of America. Always in the old 
world, the seat of government had been the 
place where tlieir celebrations were held. He 
had nothing but kind feeling and regard for 
New York, and should it be elected he would 
hail it at least as a celebration in a great met- 
ropolitan city. And se with Chicago and St. 
Louis. Should the capitol be selected, so inti- 
mately identified with the history of the people, 
presenting an invested capitol of over fifty 
million dollars in magnificent public buildings, 
just above the home of Washington ; with am- 
ple room for all of the buildings and purposes 
of the fair, it would be a proper selection. 

Mr. Mills, of Texas, said that the American 
people excelled all other people in ~weaith. 
They were most inventive. They had out- 
stripped all competitors. Why has this young 
people outstripped all others. It was the 
same cause that resulted in the British poones 
outstripping the people of Europe. It was be- 
cause they had shaken off the shackles of gov- 
ernmental domination in their private af- 
fairs. Formerly the government interfered in 
the most arbitrary manner with individual 
rights, but after the revolution of 1688, the peo- 

le were free to choose their own vocations, 

Vhen this government was organized, the 
fathers realized the danger of governmental 
interference with the people’s rights and they 
divided and distributed the powers between 
states and municipalities, and so on, down un- 
til the individual was allowed thefull measure 
of liberty. But for the last twenty-five years 
we have seen, little by little, encroachments 
of the general government upon the rights of 
states, and after awhile a state legislature 
would not possess the . of a city council. 

The republicans had been condemning sonth- 
ern people for denying to the colored man the 
right of suffrage. Whohad disfranchised the 
colored men in the District of Columbia? The 
forty-fourth congress—a republican house and 
senate and president. They were afraid to 
trust the colored man to manage the district 
government, but were willing that they should 
govern Mississippi and Louisiana. They had 
better pluck out the beam of their own eye be- 
fore they pluck a mote frem the eye of some- 
body else. In the district it was proposed to 
issue bonds to pay the expenses of the fair. 
a people were now taxed and governed to 

eath. 

Mr. Morse, of Massachusetts, announced his 
opposition for one reason, that the proposed 


e€xhibitinn, whever held, would involve a loss’ 


to the treasury Of Une United Stated af cavaral 
million dollars. ” 
Mr. Blanchard, of Lotisiana, in reply to Mr. 


Mills’s remark, said the discovery by Columbas > 


was of the new world, and not of any particu- 
lar part of it, as had been done by Vespucius. 
He argued that the south had more benefits to 
expect from the fair than any other section. 
The fair would call the attention of capitalists 
of the world to the fields and forests of the 
south. 

Mr. O’Ferrall, of Virginia, said that the city 
of his choice was Washington, where beauty 
and grandeur and magnificence filled the eye. 

Mr. Gibson, of Maryland, was in favor of 
one spot which commended itself as a place 
where national progressin wealth and gran- 
deur could be best seen— Washington. 

Mr. Milliken, of Maine, thought we had too 
few celebrations. Nobody would go further 
than himself toward pensioning soldiers; but 
no class of people would more gladly partici- 
pate in the fair than the men who carried the 
tlag and made possible the fair. 

Mr. Houk, of Tennessee, wanted a world’s 
fair at which our wonderful wealth, skill and 
energy could be exhibited. To have it any- 
where except at the national capital would 
take from it much of its importance. 

Mr. Wilson, of West Virginia. said that we 
had had a series of centennials during the past 
fourteen years. Their influence for good could 
hardly be foverestimated. They allayed sec- 
tional feelings engendered by the war. They 
reminded the country of the services of the 
men who built the government. They chas- 
tened the spirit of one section and aroused a 
spirit of national pride in another. This fair 
was to celebrate a great epoch inthe history 
of the world—greater than anynation on earth 
had celebrated. 

If the exposition was to be a great historic 
event, it could not be carried on by a munici- 
pality or corporation, bat only by the great 
national government, by which we had secured 
to ourselves all of the liberties we enjoy. It 
necessarily followed, the only right and Sg 
place for the fair was at the seat that 
national government. 

Mr. Vandero, of California, argued in favor 
of St. Louis. 

Mr. Carlisle wished to restate and emphasize 
the consideration that would influence his 
vote. Eack of the four cites was worthy of 
the fair. The exposition was to give the 
people of the old world not an insight into 
our great manufactories and industries only, 
but to show them our great country. New 
York was a great city, but it did not include 
the entire country. Small European coun- 
tries had each great representative cities. We 
had a variety, each differing in essential 
points from the other. The exposition should 
be held at the centre of the country. St. 
Louis was the nearest and Chicago next. He 
would vote first for St. Louis and next for 
Chicago. 

Messrs. Kinsey and Wilson, of Missouri, and 
O'Neill, of Indiana, spoke for St. Louis, so 
also did Mr. Forman, of Illinois (whose dis- 
trict lies opposite St. Louis and includes East 
St. Louis),and Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, and 
Mr. Outhwaite, of Ohio, advocated the claims 
of Chicago. : 

Mr. Mason, of Illinois, said that when he 
thought of the many things he had to say 
about Chicago and the few minutes he had to 
say itin, he felt like the boy who satin the 
middie of a sugar barrel and exclaimed: ‘‘Oh, 
fora thousand tongues to do this thing jus- 
tice.”’ [Laughter. | 

Mr. Mason won _— applause and kept 
the house by his wit and eloquence. 
His peroration was as follows: There was 
another great good to flow from this fair. His 
southern brothers charged the republicans with 
unkindness and too severe criticism in _ politi- 
cal matters. They, in turn charged the south- 
ern people withjhe same faults and partisan 
bitterness was aroused. How could we better 
stop this than by meeting on common ground 
in acommon cause. Come to Chicago, said 
he, and see whether her hospitality differed 
much from that in Georgia, Mississippi or 
Kentucky. Said he: Come, and shoulder 
to shoulder, touch to touch, march to a better 
understanding. Come and let the white cot- 
ton fields of the south meet 
grain fields of the north. Come and 
warm your hearts at the forges of the north, 
while we melt out of the south and with ham- 
met and anvil of personal contact let us beat 
out a better friendship. bring down

ANSWERING QUESTIONS.

Yesterday. 

Lonpon, February 21.—In the house of com- 
‘Tons today, arog: Matthews, secretary of 
state for the home department, replying to La- 
bouchere, stated that Lecaron, the spy and in- 
former, who testified before the Parnell com- 
mission, had not received any pay from the 
government since he had appeared as a witness 
on that accasion. 

Stanhope, secretary of state for war, 
in answer to a question whether the recent ar- 
ticle on the English army, written by General 
Wolsely and printed in Harper’s Magazine, 
Was not aninfraction of regulations, said he 
was of the opinion that it was 
not. Nevertheless, the government 
considered that members of the government 
staff were bound to abstain from disscussing 
matters having relation to that department, 
and had had some communication with General 
Wolsely on this subject. The government was 
satisfied that Wolsely had no intention to in- 
fringe upon the army regulations, and that 
such a thing would not happen again. 

Labouchere today demanded an explicit as- 
surance that a list of witnesses summoned to 
appear before the Parnell commission should 
#e furnished before the vote was called for on 
the expenses of the commission. 

William Henry Smith said he could not give 
assurance that the government would furnish 
any information in regard to the the expenses 
of witnesses. 

The Stansfield amendment—formation of 
parochical councils subordinate to county 
councils—was defeated, upon division, bya 
vote of 256 to 181. 

Mr. Acland moved to amend the address by 
an expression of regret that there was no men- 
tion of free education in primary schools. 

Mr. Acland’s amendment to the address was 
rejected by 223 to 165. W. H. Smith an- 
nounced that the debate on the government’s 
motion that the honse adopt the report of the 
Parnell commission, was filed for March 3.

THE GERMAN ELECTIONS. 


Second Elections Necessary in a Great Many 
stricts. 

BERLIN, February 21.—Herren, Grillen- 
berger, Schmidt, Seyfort and Harm, socialists, 
have been elected to the reichstagin Murem- 
burg, Mittweida, Schneiberg and Elberfield 
respectively. 

Compared with the last preceding election 
the socialist’s vote in Berlin shows an increase 
of = and the liberal vote an increase of 
8,000. 

The conservative vote decreased 35,000. Two 
socialists have been elected in this: city. In 
three districts second ballots will be necessary. 
The socialists carried Magdeburg, Altona, 
Hamburg, the Dresden district, Leipsic dis- 
trict, Chemnitz and Sewickau. 

The results of election, so far as known, 
account for 234 seats. As the reichstag had 
397 members, this leaves 163 seats to ac- 
counted for. Of 254 the election failed in 92 
districts making supplementary elections nec- 
essary in those places. The 142 members 
elected are divided between the the following 
parties: German conservatives 22, imperials 
10, national liberals 9, centrists 52, German 
liberals 11, socialists 20, Poles 3, Alsatians 10, 
democrats 3, Danes 1, independent liberals 1. 
Ninety-two districts in which there were no 
elections will be contested by conservatives 11, 
imperialists 13, national liberals 53, centrists 
14, German liberals 36, socialists 40 Guelphs 2, 
Poles 4, democrats 9.

Itis likely that the socialists 
willsweep Berlin with the exception of the 
first district only. One of the facts of the case 
is that the socialists have had comparatively 
little success in the mining districts. They 
have gained most in the manufacturing dis- 
tricts and large towns. 

The Great Storm in China. 

San Francisco, Feb 21.—The Pacific 
mail steamer China, arrived today from Hong 
Kong and Yokohoma. The people state that 
the storm which swept along Boshu coast on 
January 24th, was very disastrous. About 1,000 
fishing boats, with between 2,500 and 3,000 
fishermen drifted oui to sea, and nine hundred 
of these boats, with all the men aboard, were 
lost. Most of the bodies drifted upon the 
beach and were taken care of by relatives.

IN THE CASH OF THE TREASURER OF 


MISSISSIPPI. 


SAID TO AMOUNT TO ABOUT $250,000 


The Legislature Appoints a Committee of 
Investigation—A Settlement Today— 
Colonel Hemingway Won't Talk. 


JACKSON, Miss., February 21.—-[Special.]— 
A sensation was created here this afternoon by 
the rumor that the outgoing state treasurer, 
Coionel W. L. Hemingway, had not settled in 
full with the new state treasurer. 

REPORTED IN THE SENATE. 

Senator Dillard stated on the floor of the 
senate tha amount not yet turned over was 
$250,000. In view of the statements a com- 
mittee of six was appointed by the house to in- 
vestigate the treasurer's affairs and report as 
soon as practicable. This committee consists of 
Messrs. Cook, O’ Neill. Street. Evans, Sexton 
and Applewhite, who will have a meeting to- 
night. 

HEMINGWAY'S FRIENDS INACTIVE. 

The frnendsof Hemingway did not oppose 
any investigation, and firmly believe that he 
will make the proper showing. He has been 
treasnrer for fourteen years, and no man 
in the state has enjoyed to greater 
extent the confidence of the whole people. 

THE INVESTIGATION POSTPONED. 

The committee met tonight, but did not 
begin the investigation, because ex-Treasurer 
Hemingway was desirous to be present, he 
being engaged, with experts, in posting and 
balancing the books in the treasurer’s office. 
The committee adjourned till morning. 

It is alleged that the deficit, as shown by the 
treasurer’s report and the amount turned over 
to the new treasurer, will amount tu $250,000. 
Mr, Hemingway, who has been sick, as well as 
his chief deputy, since his retirement from 
office, the first Monday in January, claims that 
when his books are posted and checked, he 
will be able to show that he is all right. 

WILL SETTLE UP TODAY. 

The chairman of the special committee of 
investigation tells your correspondent at 11 p. 
m.that Mr. Hemingway promises to make 
fall settlement tomorrow. He is at work with 
his former deputy, and experts tonight. Mr. 
Hemingway is now engaged in the banking 
business here. 

Another Account, 

JACKSON, Miss., February 21.—[{Special.]— 
Mr. Cook, in the house today, offered the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

That a committee of five be appointed by the 
speaker to investigate the affairs of the treasurer’s 
office, and to report at once to the house the result 
of their investigation.

WHAT THE FIGURES sreowwn. 

The statement was made by Colonel G. 8. 
Dillard, and he said the figures were obtained 
from the outgoing treasurer’s report, and the 
books of the present treasurer. The statement 
was that the report of Colonel W. L. Heming- 
way, the outgoing treasurer, showed that on 
the first of January he had on hand $555,- 
450.02, and that he had only turned over cash 
amounting in round numbers to $255,000. A 
joint committee of the house has been engaged 
also on the investigation and Colonel Heming- 
way was before it this afternoon. 

Hon. J. P. Allen, of Attala county, 
and one of its members, was seen by your cor- 
respondent this evening, and he states that it 
will report tomorrow, and that Colonel Hem- 
ingway would come before it again with an 
explanation that would probably satisfactorily 
explain the deficit. It has been known for 
some days that Colonel Hemingway had not 
made a final settlement with Colonel J. J. 
Evans, his successor, but it was attributable 
to the magnitude of the settlement and the 
sickness of both Colonel Hemingway and his 
chief clerk, and nobody believed there was 
anything wrong. 

COLONEL HEMINGWAY SEEN. 

Colonel Hemingway was seen by your cor- 
respondent this evening, and refused to make 
any statement until the committee has 
reported, but said he hoped a full examination 
would be made by experts from the commence- 
ment of ‘his term of office to the close. He 
hoped that the investigation would be of the 
fullest and most searching kind. 

Colonel Evans, the incoming treasurer, states 
that Colonel Hemingway had turned over to 
him in cash upwards of $300,000, and $100,000 
in bonds, coupons, etc., and that the settle- 
ment was not yet complete. 

OPINION FAVORABLE TO HEMINGWAY. 

The opinion here is general that Colonel 
Hemingway will be able to satisfactorily ex- 
plain everything, and thatthe investigation 
will reveal the fact that there was noshortage. 
He was treasurer of the state fourteen years, 
and no man is more highly esteemed for rugged 
honesty and integrity than he. 

His report does show that on January Ist 
there was $555,450.22 in the treasury, but it is 
believed that the moneyand bonds he has 
turned over, added to the bonds and cash he 
yet has on hand, will off-set this amount, and 
that when the final settlement is made it will 
be found he owes the state nothing.

A Weird Scene in Macon—A Funeral by 
Lamplight—Looking at the Dead Man's 
Features—The Vicissitudeof Fate. 


Macon, Ga., February 21.—[Special.]}—The 
body of James Matthews, who shot Berni, the 
Atatian barkeeper, in Macon Christmas night, 
arrived this evening at 6:15 from Donver, Col. 

There has been considerable doubt in the 
“public mind whether or not the dead man was 
the veritable James Matthews, who fled from 
Macon to escape the law. Quite a crowd met 
the body at the depot. The pallbearers were 
the following well known citizens: C. M. 
Wiley, W. A. Davis, John G. Deitz, L. P. 
Askew, George C. Price and F. A. Guttenber- 
‘ger. The remains were taken direct to River- 
side cemetery. 

THE FUNERAL PRKOCESSION. 

The funeral procession had to pass right by 
the Commercial hotel, opposite the depot, 
where Matthews shot Berni less than two 
months ago. Berni, who was then 
expected to die, still lives, while Matthews is 
eold.in death. The scene presented at the 
eemetery was wierd and wnusual, On either 
side of the carriage way, leading to the grave. 
lamps or torches were burning. There has 
been so much distrust by the public as to the 
death of Matthews, that by previous instruc- 
tion of his son, Charlie Matthews, Jr., now a 
resident of Atlanta, Undertaker Wood re- 
moved the lid from the coffin at the grave, 
80 all could see the face by the light of the 
brightly burning lamp. 

INSTANTLY RECOGNIZED. 

Instantly every one exclaimed: ‘That is 
Matthews.’’ There was no longer any doubt 
The face was perfectly natural and life-like, 
the features calm and peaceful. The relatives, 
friends, pall-bearers and the preacher all pro- 
claimed the dead man’s identity. His two sons 
and brothers were perfectly satisfied. Even 
his little son, aged ten years, leaned weeping 
over the coftin and sobbed the name, ‘‘Papa.”’ 

The embalming had been splendidly done. 
The body was perfectiy  preservod. It 
was clad in a dark suit of clothes 
and was encased in a handsome 
cloth casket,richly lined. The hand naturally 
rested on the breast. He still wore his mus- 
tache. On the lid was a silver plate with Ma- 
sonic emblems and the one word ‘‘Brother.”’

Cooler weather has caused a littie 
more activity in some lines of trade. Wheat is a 
little stronger and without a clearly defined 
reason, there is a firmer tone in the eastern iron 
markets while the reduction in the bank of Eng- 
land rate from 6 to 5 per cent, with its large gain 
of $4,315,000 in gold during the past week, dimin- 
ishes the chances of inconyenient demands from 
abroad. On the other hand, the general trade is not 
increasing in volume orin profits, and while its 
soundness is indicated by the occurrence of fewer 
failures than many expected, as a result of the 
unseasonable weather, the complaint of slow col- 
lections is common and rather increasing. Clear- 
ings through banks at New York fell below those 
of the corresponding week last year 5.2 per cent. 
At Boston, Philadelphia and Chicago together, the 
increase was hardly one per cent, and at all other 
cities only about four per cent, a considerable 
decline from the recent rate of gain. At Pittsburg 
iron is weaker, because of increased southern 
competition, with a duller coal trade, but good 
business in glass. 
EXPORTS NOT 8O GOOD. 

The foreign trade of the couutry is not as favor- 
able as it was two months ago. The extraordinary 
outgo of cotton has passed and exports in January 
show an increase in that item of $1,500,000, and in 
all principal items of about $1,000,000, which in- 
dicates an excess of exports over imports of about 
$10,000,000. In three weeks of February exports 
from New York shows scarcely any increase and 
attempts at an increase of only three per cent, in- 
dicating thus far an excess of imports. Cotton 
exports this week have been 15,000 baies larger than 
a year ago, but for the month thus far 
30,000 bales smaller, but speculation has 
pushed the price still higher by a seventh. Spec- 
ulation in coffee is stronger but sugar is not 
changed.

THE IRON MARKET. 

It is difficult to account for the better tone which 
clearly exists in the iron market here and at 
Philadelphia, unless it is due to the hope that 
southern iron, which is now moved from Sheffield 
at $6.25 per ton to Pittsburg, and selling there 
somewhat largely, may hereafter affect the west- 
ern rather than the eastern markets. Production 
has been so large that a serious question exists as 
to the adequacy of the demand, and yet the re- 
sumption of work at the old wages by the striking 
coal miners in Alabama will ng three large new 
furnaces in operation speedily. For Bessemer pig 
there is no demand. At Philadelphia the bar 
market is not satisfactory. Plate and structural 
mills are still — on old orders, but doing little 
new business, and there are say vas of steel rails 
offered less than $35 per ton. Manufacture is ac- 
tive, but must soon feel the high cost of the ma- 
terial. 

Toe local money market has been easy at un- 
changed rates, although the treas has taken in 
since last Saturday $2,400,000 more than it has paid 
out and interior exchanges with some cities are 
adverse. It is hardly to be expected that the 
banks will be able to gain in strength until April, 
but the decline in foreign exchange to 4.86% puts 
further away the possibility of gold exports.

THE FIRST COMMENCEMENT OF THE 
WOMAN’S MEDICAL COLLEGE. 


A Class With Six, One a Full Fledged Doc- 
tress The Outlook for Next Year—South- 
ern Medical College Commencement. 


The commencement exercises of the woman’s | 


medical college and training school for nurses 
occurred at the college lecture rooms last 
evening. 

This being the first term, only six ladies 
came up for graduation. Five of the ladies 
received certificates of proficiency as trained 
nurses, and one received the degree of doctor 
of medicine. 

The iady medical doctor is Mrs. M. F. 
Stayker, who comes from Jersey City, N. J. 
She attended one course at a woman’s medical 
college in New York, but, hearing of our At- 
lanta woman’s college, came here to graduate. 
She has been staying atthe Kimball during 
the winter, and has made many friends in the 
city. 

The dean, Dr. J. W. Stone, reported twelve 
matriculants, six of whom were in the train- 
ing school department. He reported the col- 
lege in good condition, out of debt, and assured 
of a good class next year. 

Rev. Dr. A. G. Thomas, of this 
city, president of the faculty, delivered the 
diplomas, and _ referred eloquently to 
the distinction Atlanta enjoyed as being tho 
only city in the south where awoman could 
obtain a medical education without unsexing 
herself by entering alone a male medical class. 

After a delightful programme of recitations 
and music by the class and members of the 
faculty the proceedings closed with a banquet. 

Mrs. Stryker, the graduate in medicine, re- 
ceived a profusion of floral tributes; one was 
especially noticeable from New York. It was 
a magnificent diamond brooch, surrounded by 
flowers, and was presented by friends in the 
east. 

The occasion was a delightful one and marks 
not only an era of progress for Atlanta but in 
the progress of medicine in the entire south. 

The announcement was made that widows 
and daughters of confederate soldiers would be 
received next year at half the regular fees.

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Today and Its Suggestions. 

“First in war, first in peace, and first in 

‘Ube hearts of his countrymen!”’ 

A timely and interesting article from the 
pen of Judge Richard H. Clark, fa another 
column, calls our attention to the fact that 
General Henry Lee, the father of General 
Robert Edward Lee, was the author of this 
noble eulogy—this eloquent sentence forever 
inked with the name of Washington, and 
on this anniversary of his birthday, recalled 
to the mind of every patriotic American. 

It waseminently fitting that the great Vir- 
ginian should have found his grandest eulo- 
gist in one of Virginia’s most illustrious sons 
—one of the famous historic Lee family. 

The day is full of suggestions. When we 
think of Washington, we think of Lee and a 


shining host of statesmen, soldiers and 


patriots all given by the old slaveholding~ 


south tothe nation. The presidents who 
gave the country splendid and honest admin- 
istrations—the getjerals who led the nation’s 
armies: fp victory—the statesmen who are 
models today—the orators, from Patrick 
Henry to Henry Grady, who stamped their 
style upon their country’s literature, as 
Cicero and Demosthenes did in old Rome 
and Athens—all these great leaders were the 
product of the old slave-holding south. 

It was so in our two wars with England, 
when decisive victories were won on 
southern soil. It was so when Marshall and 
Yancey interpreted our laws, and it was so 
on the floors of congress when John Quincy 
Adams despairingly asked: ‘‘How is it that 
all the oratory of this house comes from the 


our 


slaveholding side?”’ 

This does not accord with the opinion of 
Governor Campbell, expressed in his recent 
Atlanta speech, to the effect that Georgia 
was not the equal of Ohio or New York un- 
til she abolished If high-minded 
men constitute a state, as the poet has bhap- 
pily phrased it, Georgia and her sister states 
of the south were the equals of the states 
north of Mason and Dixon's line from first 
to last—in the days of slavery, and a quarter 
of a century after its abolition. 

The birthday of Washington reminds the 
new south that she cannot afford to forget 
ee pet weed Chive y and stainless nonor 
Of the old santh The ca:tter generations of 
southerners demonstrated their superiority 
in arms and arts and letters, and the men of 
today, in their rapid progress, show that, so 
far from being a new class of Americans, 
they are in all respects the worthy sons of 
the sires who established the republic, and 
made its history illustrious. 


Still in the Woodpile. 

In discussing Senator Butler's negro depor- 
tation bill the other day Tur ConsriruTIoNn 
remarked that the only effect of itsintroduc- 
tion in the senate would be to precipitate a 
partisan discussion. We believe the country 
is tired of this slang-whanging on both sides, 
and it is not pleasing to see a southern man 
contribute to it, even indirectly, as Senator 
Butler has done. That his intentions are of 
the purest and best there can be no doubt, 
but his bill appeals neither to the judgment 
or the desires of the southern people. 

In the first place, they do not believe in 
that republican policy of long standing which 
singles out the negro from the great body of 
citizens and makes him a beneficiary of the 
government. This wasall well enough in the 
early days of emancipation, when he was prac- 
tically helpless, but the time for that sort of 
thing has gone by. The negro is on his fect; 
he is able to take care of himself, and the idea 
that he isto be aided by the government 
every time he turns around to jump Jim 
Crow is a very demoralizing one. It would 
demoralize white men. Whenever the negro 
wants to gad about it is not difficult for him 
to find the means of dving so, as has been 
abundantly shown in times past. 

According to the interpretation put on 
Senator Butler's bill by the great and good 
Yepublican editors, who know more about 
the situation here than they do about their 
own families, the southern people are anx- 
jous to get rid of the negroes. We are satis- 
fied that this interpretation does Senator 
Butler injustice, for he cannot fail to know 
that the southern people are not anxious to 
get rid of the negro. Neither is the negro 
anxious to get rid of the southern. whites. 
The reports of collisions between the races, 
and outrages on the negroes, have no bearing 
whatever on the great body of the popula- 
tion. 

There are collisions, there is friction, there 
are cowardly white men who will mistreat 
megroes; on the other hand, there are ne- 
groes who deliberately make themselves of- 
fensive, and who are not-aversé to engaging 
4n brawls with white men. But the great 
body of the people—the whites and the 
Dlacks—are getting along well together. 
They dre at peace with each other, and their 
relations are all that could be expected, In 
Florida certain republican hireliags—some of 
them inhigh places—are trying fo stir up 
strife between the races. In Geor tia, such 
men as Buck and Bill Pledger are snaking 
tremendous efforts to renew and reviy"e the 
race and political prejudices of the past; but 
in spite of these things the whites and blacs"s 
are getting along well together. The New 
York Sun sums up the situation accurately 
‘when it says that:

The action of the farmers of North Garo- 
lina in warning emigrant and railroad agents 
away from that state shows how,the whites 
regard any deportation movement. The 
Georgia legislature a few years ago passed a 
law heavily taxing emigration agents, and 
that law is still in force, we believe. There 
is no desire on the part of the southern 
whites to get rid of the negro. The only 
trouble is the pestiferous republican politi- 
cians of the Buck and Pledger stripe, who 
are tryingto array the whites and blacks 
against each other for political purposes.

Begin with Benjamin Harrison. 

It is reported on good authority that Pres- 
ident Harrison profoundly deplores the re- 
cent assassination of Deputy Marshal Saun- 
ders in Florida.” It is to be presumed that 
other members of Mr. Harrison’s esteemed 
administration are similarly affected, though 
nothing is said as to that. 

To the president's regret we may add our 
own, and that of every southern man. The 
assassination of the deputy marshal was an 
attack _ law. ler, and the peace of 
Blowida, But there is one fact that the presi- 
dent and all good people of the north ought 
to bear in mind. Though the killing of 
Deputy Marshal Saunders was a cowardly 
and an unjustifiable murder, it was in some 
respects in the nature of a retaliation. 

Horrible and deplorable as it was, it rep- 
resents a result that Mr. Harrison’s officials 
in Florida reem to have been working up to. 
Weare compelled to too, though it 
erieves us to do so, that the president him- 
self is in part responsible for the condition 
of things that lead to this cowardly assassin- 
ation.

This letter is a genuine document. _ Tt 
was produced in court in Mizell’s presence. 


The jury was made up as the marshal 
directed, and the judge refused to quash the 
illegal array. Was the president ignorant of 
these things? On the contrary, they were 
brought to his attention in the most formal 
way, and he has deliberately refused to in- 
terfere. He permits the federal judge to in- 
dorse the lawlessness of the marshal, and by 
keeping the marshal in office, the president 
himself indorses it. 

The action of these officials is no excuse 
for the murder, of Saunders, but what was 
to be expected? Where the officers of the 
law are lawless, what is to be expected of 
ignorant people, who perceive that this law- 
lessness is indorsed by the president him- 
self? 

Mr. Harrison calls for an investigation 
into the murder of Saunders. Very well; 
but let it begin at the beginning. Let Ben- 
jamin Harrison, the Christian statesman, be 
put on the stand and asked to explain why 
he permitted lawless federal officials to im- 
pose injustice on the people of Florida? No 
investigation can be complete that does not 
get at the motives of the president in per- 


mitting the federal judge and the federal 
marshal to hold office. 


Blood Will Tell. 

Senor Louis Oteiza has been arrested in 
New York at the instance of the Spanish 
government. 

It appears that the prisoner was employed 
in the Cuban treasury.

Now comes the interesting part of the 
business.

Ternando Cortez, the conqueror of Mexico.

Undoubtedly Spain has a great admiration 
for Cortez, but she does not propose to be 
robbed by a member of his family. Itisa 
little singular, however, that a man with the 
blood of one of the world’s greatest robbers 
in his veins was allowed to come within reach 
of the Cuban treasury. The original Cortez 
pluudered without shame, and held on to his 
booty without remorse. Oteiza inherited the 
greed and dishonesty of his knightly ances- 
tor. The taint was in his blood, and it was 
natural and easy for him to become a robber. 

It is to be hoped that this young man will 
reach Spain safely, and that he will be sent 
to prison for life. The Cortez family ought 
to have been wiped out about four hundred 
years ago, but it is not too late to begin the 
work now.

EDiTORIAL COMMENT. 


Dr. Hv sparey’s new book on longevity is 
based utyon facts obtained from 200 people aged 
eighty yearsand upward. The New York Tribune 
says: “The truth, however, is that the evidence 
is retaarkably non-conclusive and blind on the 
whale. You inquire into the hygenic antecedents 
of centenarians, and discover that while some of 
them have lived a eentury without a serious ill- 
ness, other, and perhaps as many, have had very 
grave illnesses, and also have suffered from. ac< 
cidents; so that any argument based upon special 
immunity from exhausting diseases must fall to 
the ground, «end with it every theory 
of specially vigorous and unimpaired con- 
stitutions. In fact, the most paradoxical 
and contradictory conditions coexist 
in these cases. People of lifelong delicacy, as 
well as people of exceptional rebustness, live to 
be centennarians. People of high intellect and 
people of low intellect flourish equally long. 
Small eaters and great eaters defy death wilh the 
same success. Smokers and non-smokers, drink- 
ers und abstainers, meat-eaters and vegetarians, 
those who take much exercise and those who take 
little or none, arrive at the same goal. Perhaps it 
will be found that the largest percentage of old 
people are marked, as to tempera- 
ment, “placid,” and this may afford 
a slight, though not unimportant, 
clew to their longevity. There can be no doubt 
that the absence of irritability counts for much 
in the maintenance of the vital balance. The even 
temper which avoids emotional friction, is, other 
things being equal, that which will preserve all 
the physical functions in orderly operation the 
longest. No doubt the most placid temperament 
may be the most selfish and callous; but selfish- 
ness and callousness are both eminently advan- 
tageous qualities in the struggle for existence, 
and those who have them may commonly be 
backed to outlast the sensitive and altruistic tem- 
perament. 


- ity beyond al known modern examples, such as 
thst of old Parr, whose autopsy was made by Dr. 
Harvey, famous for his discoveries (or re-discov- 
eries) concerning the circulation of the blood, 
Parr was 152 years and nine months old when he 
died, and would probably have lived looger had 
he not been taken from his quiet country home in 
London, to be shown to Charles I. This centen- 
arian was a laborer, and up to his 130th year 
he had worked hard.

The book is 
to be studied carefully, and its evidence, though 
partial and inconclusive, is distinctly encouraging 
and broadly suggestive.

The Ice Men Tell What Their Machines Can 
Do, and Mr. Benjamin States the Sup- 
ply is Greater than the Demand. 


The committee appointed by the chamber 
of commerce to investigate the necessity of a 


and adjourned without taking any action. 

At 4 o’clock, Captain J. R. Wylie and 
Messrs. George Winship and C. W. Hunnicuatt 
forming the committee, met in Mr. Spencer’s 
room at the chamber of commerce, to hear 
what the inventors and advocates of the new 
ice factory had to say. 

Mr. Keeling and Mr. Holgate were there to 
press the advantages of the ice machines they 
had invented, and Mr. D. B. Jones, Jr., was 
pressent to represent the Ring Refrigerating 
and Ice company. 

In order that all sides of the question might 
be heard from, Mr. Benjamin, the president of 
the Atlanta Ice company, was invited to tell 
what the output of ice isin Atlanta, and what 
the consumption is. 

As soon as the meeting was called to order 
each of the investors was given an opportunity 
to tell what his machine can do, and each one 
promised to supply an absolutely pure ice to 
the city without injuring the present factories. 

Mr. Benjamin was then given the floor. He 
said that if Atlanta needed an increased ice 
supply he would surely have known it, and 
would have increased his own plant without 
waiting for outsiders to come in and build new 
factories. He then stated that the — of 
the present factegy was one hundred and 
twenty tonsa day, and that aton was suffi- 
cient to supply 1,000 inhabitants with ice, It 
was therefore evident that, allowing for the 


} rapid growth of the city the supply would con- 


tinué for several years to come to be three 
times as great as the demand. The effect ofa 
new factory, he claimed, would be to angen the 
business already established by a war of prices, 
which would naturally result either in the 
closing of one of the factories, or in a consoli- 
dation ofinterest, which would not benefit the 


city. 

ie soon as Mr. Benjamin ceased speaking, 
Mr. Keeling moved that the committee ad- 
journ without taking any action, and that cach 
inventor be allowed to act independently, 
without the indorsement of the chamber of 
commerce. 

The motion was agreed to ny by 
the committee, and the meeting adjourned. 

When the committee had left the room the 
advocates of the newice factory showed con- 
siderable documentary evidence, all of which 
proved that although the ice supply is sufficient 
for the citizens, itis not by any means great 
enough to supply the railroads and the pack- 
ing companies who are obliged to obtain their 
ice here. 

Mr. Holgate stated that he would go to work 
immediately and build a factory. Miller & Co. 
are interestedin the scheme. The pian is to 
organize a forty thousand dollar stock com- 
pany. Ofthisamount F. W. Miller & Co. 
will take $20,000 worth’ of stock, and as soon 
as $10,000 cash capital on the balance of the 
$20,000 worth of stock can be raised the factory 
will be erected. All the gentlemen interested 
live in Atlanta. 

Mr. Keeling is equally determined to build a 
factory. He has recently placed oue of his 
machines in Anderson, South Carolina, and it 
works beyond the most sanguine expectations. 
He is ready tosupply half the money neces- 
sary. His plan is to erect a ten ton machine, 
which will enable him to supply the demand, 
which he claims the preseut factory cannot 
now do; and then as the city grows, he will in- 
crease his plant without injuring the present 
factories. He feels satisfied that the necessary 
half of the money required will be supplled by 
Atlanta capitalists.

“LIGHTHORSE HARRY.” 
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A Reminiscence of General Robert E. Lee’s 
Father. 

“First in war, first in peace and first in the 
hearts of his countrymen.”’ 

As soon as every child is old enought to pro- 
nounce the name of Washington, he hears the 
above quotation, Nothing of the kind is so 
generally known in the United States. With 
every year its appropriateness is more than 
confirmed in the contemplation of Washing- 
ton’s character, whic in worth and grandeur 
increases as we get farther from him. 

But who knows the author, and how many 
think to inquire by whom and where it was 
first said? It appears in a eulogy on Wash- 
ington, delivered by General Henry Lee, the 
father of General Robert E. Lee, in December, 
1799, a very short time after the death of Gen- 
eral Washington. At that time he was a 
member of congress from Virginia, and that 
body appointed him to deliver the eulogy. 
This is the extract which containsit: ‘‘First 
in war, first in peace, and first in the hearts of 
his countrymen, he was second to none in 
humble and endearing scenes of private life. 
Pious, just, humane, temperate, sincere, uni- 
form, dignified and commanding, his example 
was edifying toall around him, as were the 
effects of that example lasting.”’ 

In the eulogy, the sentence referred to, con- 
tains no marks of quotations, and spoken at 
that early day, the presumption is, it origi- 
nated with General Lee. His military career, 
as the commander of cavalry in General 
Greene’s army is well known, which gave him 
the name of ‘‘Lighthorse Harry,’’ but it is 
not so well known, that in 1786, “Virginia ap- 
pointed him one of her delegates to congress, 
and that he also took an active part in favor of 
the adoption of the constitution in the Vir- 
ginia convention of 1788.” He was again re- 
turned to congress in 1799, having in the meab- 
while (1794) been appointed by President 
Washington to thecommand of the army, 
sent to suppress, what was called the ‘whisky 
rebellion.” 

He remained in active life up to 1817, In 
that year, while leading the military to sup- 
press a mobin Baltimore he was wounded. 
From that wound he never recovered. Ling- 
ering, he took a sea voyage with the hope of 
restoration. On his return, he stopped at 
Cumberland island to visit the family of his 
revered commander, General Greene. He 
there died in 1818 before attaining his fifty- 
third year, was there buried, and there to this 
day is his grave. | 

‘Light Horseharry’ was a great favor- 
ite with, both Greene and Washington. 
Of the officers of the revolution, from the pres- 
ent standpoint, the most famous with us are 
Generals Washington, Greene, LaFayette, 
Gates, DeKalb and Lee. 

Lee’s fame rests mainly upon his command 
of the cavalry, under General Greene. It 
strangely eventuates that while his grave is 
on the soil owned by his friend, General 
Greene, no one knows where the grave 
of that friend is. His body, together with | 
that of a son, was stolen from the 
family vault at Savannah, and carried no one 
knows where. From the forgeoing facts the re- 
flection comes, that however much we may ad- 
mire General Robert E. Lee, we should not 
forget to place a correct estimate upon his able 
and distinguished father. The Lee family 
stands out among the exceptions to the trans 
mission of talent and in their case both lineal- 
ly and collaterally. |§Ricnrap H. Crarx.

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The OMctals of the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern, andthe Macon and Covington 
lioad Looking Over the Route. 


Aturens. Ga., February 21.—{Special.}— 
Something is astir in railroad circles in this 
section of Georgia, in which the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern, the Covington and 
Macon, and the Georgia Sothern and Flerida 
railroads bear an important part. Some time 
gince a rumor Was started that there was to be 
a combine between these three railroads, and 
the appearance afa party of railroad magnates 
in the city today, but served to strengthen it. 
This party arrived in the city at 12 o’clock to- 
dav, on the Covington and Macon, coming on 
aspe ‘al train, and leaving this afternoon. 
The party consisted of Messrs. George 5, 
Brown, of Baltinre, senior member of the 
firm of Brown Bros.; Colonel J. E. James, 
presicent of the Covington and Macon; Hon. 
N. E. Harris, general counsel of the Covington 
and Macen; Dr. J. 8S. Baxter, director; M. B. 
F. Hudson, Mr. M. T. Keyser, of Baltimore, 
and Mr. .\.G. Craig, of the Covington and 
Macon. They spent several hours” in 
looking over the city and inspecting its rail- 
roals. They came to look into the condition 
of the Covington and Macon road, which was 
found to be excellent. They returned highly 
pleased with the city in every respect, but 
they left behind them several impressions. 
The presence of the senior member of Brown 
Bros., a firm fhat owns controlling interests in 
the Georgia, Carolina and Northern and. the 
Covington and Macon railroads, strengthened 
the rumor about the two roadscombining. The 
impression also was left that something would 
be done towards bringing the Georgia railrord 
to a level with the Covington and Macon and 
Northeastern. In thatevent a grand union 
depot will be built without doubt. 

The state committee of the Southern Pas- 
senger association, Commissioner Slaughter 
chairman, will hold an important meeting 
next Friday—the day Hawes is to be hung. 
The commissioner says, however, that is a co- 
incidence merely. 

The meeting will be an important one. 

Though a little early for the regular quar 
terly meeting, the reguiar business of that 
aneeting will be transacted in addition to the 
special business for which the committee is 
called together. 

The matter of summer excursion rates will 
take up most of the time. All the roads in 
this section expect a much larger excursion 
business than ever before, and the basis of 
rates will be fixed at this meeting. 

The rates go into effect the Ist June. 

At Cincinnati. 

Another unportant railroad meeting will be 
held in Cincinnati February 25th. 

It is expected that all the roads east of the 
Mississippi and Missouri will be represented. 

The meeting is of special importance to the 
southern roads, the object being to remove a 
discrimination that bears heavily on the pas- 
senger trafic of all southern reads. 

The call is signed by all the great trunk lines 
of the territory named. 

The meeting is to consider the advisability 
of allowing southern roads to sell excursion 
tickets to northern and eastern resorts. As 
the matter stands now an Atlanta agent can’t 
sel] excursion tickets beyond fifty miles south 
of Washington. He can’t sell to Cape May, 
Long Branch, Saratoga, White mountains or 
any other tourist point beyond that dead-line, 
fifty miles south of Washington. 

On the other hand, a New York or Boston 
ageni can sell excursion tickets to any south- 
ern tourist point. 

Why the difference ? 

Time and again the matter has been brought 
to notice, but the northern lines have as often 
refused the reform. They don’t wanta rate to 
interfere with the enormous regular wear os 
travel that comes to New York, and to the 
other great northern cities. This will. come 
whether or not excursion rates from the south 
are granted, and to give the excursion rates is 
to decrease the revenue from this regular 
travel. The increased sale of tickets, they say, 
will not compensate for this decrease in the 
great bulk of their income. 

The passenger departments of all southern 
goads are to be represented. 

The L. and N. in Alabama, 

It is stated that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville intends extending the Anniston and At- 
Jantic to Blockton, and broadening the gauge 
the entire length.

Mr. John Kelly, of Lynchburg, 
Va., has a contract for five miles in each direc- 
tion from Elberton, and says he will be moving 
dirt within ten days. Wright Bros., also have 
a ten mile contract. 

President Hoke will be in Athens in a few 
days, aud the other contracts will then be let 
and the work pushed rapidly. 

The total distance in Georgiais about one 
hundred and ten miles—from the Savannah 
river to Atlanta.: The road goes through 
Elbert, Madison, Oglethorpe, Clarke, a corner 
of Walton, Gwinnett, DeKalb, and Fulton. 

And President Hoke says the next cotton 
crop of this section will be moved on the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern.

Washington. 

Today is George Washington’s birthday. 

It is the father of our country thatis meant, 
of course—he who was first in war, first in 
pe-——, ete. 

Probably this specification may seem super- 
filuous, but if you read the directory you may 
better understand why it is made, 

Atlanta enjoys the distinction of having 
something like a dozen George Washingtons 
of her own. Therefore the mere mention of 
the fact that today is George Washington’s 
birthday might be somewhat misleading to 
some at least. + 

As the directory has it, any one of them 
might consider themselves the particular 
George made mention of in the public prints 
and, by the way, each individual George Wash- 
ington whois domiciled in Atlanta is of the 
African persuasion. For instance: 

No. 1. George Washington, preacher. 

No. 2. George Washington, coachman. 

No. 3. George Washington, driver. 

No. 4. George Washington, laborer. 

No. 5. George Washinuton, shoemaker. 

No. 6. George Washington, carpenter.

_No. 8. George Washington, waiter. 

No. 9. George Washington, laborer. 

No. 10. George Washington, brickmaker. 

No. 11. George Washington, preacher. 

Each one of these several and separate 
George W’s earns his bread by the sweat of his 
brow—the preacher not excluded.

Right here it may be observed that, in high- 
toned ‘‘cullud society’ in Atlanta, it is the fad 
to have at Jeast a haif dozen names. In some 
cases this is done to avoid the tax collector, 
and in others the reasons are various. The 
other day in the city court a George Washing- 
ton turned up, who, besides that name, was 
known by thirteen others. Just which one 
was correct nobody knew, and the negro him- 
self would have been sorely puzzled if he had 
been compelled to answer truthfully. 

Another George Washington was labelled as 
waiting at Jewell’s restaurant, on Hunter 
street. 

‘‘Nobody here of that name,’’ was the answer 
to the inquiry. 

‘There isn’t ?”’ 

‘No, but we have a George Cathead, who 
goes by the name of Washington sometimes.”’ 

George Washington, the driver’s, headquar- 
ters were set down as Brady & Miller’s stables. 

In his day this George was genuine. He 
had been with Brady & Millera dozen years, 
and nearly everybody knew him. But he is 
now no more—he died about two weeks ago. 

Laborer George’s residence was given at 5 
White’s alley. But he, like many others, had 
never been heard of in that locality. There 
wasn't even 2 George within a block of No. 5. 

George Washington, coachman, whose pres- 
ent address is with Dr. Nicolson, was the only 
one who tnrned up at the first call, and he 
wasn’t at all anxious to acknowledge his 
identity. 

This George is ascn of his sire, the old driver 
for Brady & Miller; who died ashort time ago.

Whether he is known by that name 
in his new place of business is not certain. 

One of the George W.’s holds forth at the 
Collins brick works, at least that’s where the 
directory locates him. 

Another George Washington, who bears the 
humbie title of laborer, informed the directory 
man that he dwelt at 88 Jones street. If this 
is so his neighbors are unaware of that fact. 

He may, however. labor under the name of 
Washington, but in the neighborhood of 88 
Jones he is not so known. 

So, after all, Atlanta’s numercus George 
Washingtons are rather few. There may be 
a dozen today, and only one or two tomorrow, 
just as the notion strikes some patriotic color- 
ed citizen. 

But today will be observed in honor of the 
only George Washington.

For Voluntary Manslaughter—Said , te Be Re- 
sponsibie for the Collison in Which 
Wm. Barry was Killed. 


A very peculiar case, or rather ah unusual 
one, is that of John Dobbs, a conductor on the 
Georgia Pacific, who was arrested in Atlanta 
yesterday upon a chargej of voluntary man- 
slaughter. : 

The prosecutor, in reality, is the Richmond 
and Danville railroad. 

Dobbs, who is a nephew of Mr. Z. T. Dobbs, 
of Dobbs, Wey & Co., isthe man charged with 
causing the accident in which Engineer Wm. 
W. Barry, of Atlanta, was killed at Riverside, 
Ala., on the 17th of January. 

It is a very unusual thing to see a railroad 
prosecute its agent in this position. 

Mr. Thomas Cobb Jackson, of Jackson & 
Jackson, attorney for the road, said yesterday : 

“We intend to make this the policy of the 
road. We believe it will have a tendency to 
make the employes of the road doubly careful. 
The accident was due entirely to the man’s 
earelessness. He had been ordered to do a 
certain thing, and failed to do it. If he had 
done as he was ordered the accident could not 
have happened. Hereafter we intend to prose- 
cute every agent chargeable with a criminal 
offense like that.”’ 

HOW IT HAPPENED. 

Conductor Dobbs was in charge of a freight 
train at the time of the accident. 

At Riverside he received instructions to 
transfer his train to a side-track in order to 
allow a passenger train to go by him. 

Dobbs transfered part of his train, but it is 
charged that befvre completing his work laid 
down in his cab and went to sleep, leaving 
part of his train upon the main track. 

This Dobbs explains by saying that he was 
mistaken as to the time. e looked at his 
watch and thought it was 3 o’clock, which left 
him plenty of time. In reality, it was 4 
o’clock. 

The passenger train came on at full speed, 
believing the track to be clear. 

There was a collision between the moving 
passenger and stationary freight on the inain 
track, and Barry never knew what struck 
him, being killed instantly. 

TO BE TAKEN BACK. 
Yesterday Dobbs applied for the salary due 
1im. 

He was immediately arrested and carried be- 
fore Justice Owens. 

He is now a prisoner at police headquarters, 
and will be carried to Anniston as soon as the 
requisition papers are ready—probably today.

When Tennessee Coa! and Iron teuched 70 on 
yesterday, operators thought that was low enough 
for the present, and that a slight reaction would 
be in order fer today. The crowd gathered around 
the boards early to watch developments in the dif- 
ferent stocks, which market seemedto absorb all 
the interest, the other markets being, to a great 
extent, neglected. The first figures posted did not 
show uch change from the closing of. yesterday, 
but Tennessee Coal and Iron soon took the lead 
and a decline set in, which up to noon, amounted 
to from 1 to 7 per cent. Tt opened at 73, the next 
figures being 70; the next 69, and so on down to 65, 
making the loss from the opening 8 per cent. 
From 65, which was the turning point, and which 
was touche: two or three times, there was a re- 
covery at the close of 2 per cent. The decline was 
general, all. the stocks showing losses ranging 
from \% to 1% per cent from the opening, the lat- 
ter for Burlington and Quincy. Jersey Central 
was an exception.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, February 21.—The petroleum mar- 
ket opened irregular, spot being steady at 104%, 
while March option was firm at 10544. The slight 
advance in early trading was followed by a reac- 
tion, after which the market became quiet and 
closed steady at 105 4. 

The stock market was more active today than 
for weeks past, and the increase of business was 
made at the expense of values more of the active 
stocks showing material losses, as the result of 
today’s business than on any day since the pres- 
ent decline began. Several heavy drives were 
made against the list and every one had the effect 
of bringing down quotations and rallies as a rule 
were small and feeble. The feeling at the open- 
ing of the market this morning was hopeful, but 
the bears soon got to work, and one after another 
of the larger shares was attacked, all yielding 
more or less readily. 

The principal dependence of the bears, however 
was upon the bank statement, and the well known 
absorption of money by the treasury during the 
past week, creating confidence in the expectation 
that the banks must show a material loss of money. 
These expectations were not disappointed, 
and losses exceedsd even anticipation. 
Early attacks were made, with this 
influence as the prime moving cause, 
and although, after the issues of the statement, 
there was a haltin the drop forsometime. The 
pressure was soon resumed, and still lower figures 
were reached in the afternoon. New England, 
Burlington and Quincy and the trusts, came in for 
the bulk of pressure teday, but in Rock Island 
there was every evidence of liberal covering of 
shorts under cover of weakness in the general 
lists. The stock was less active than usual of late, 
but its fluctuations were maintained throughout 
the day. Louisvilleand Nashville was undoubt- 
edly sold short against the issue of new stock, and 
its friends are not sanguine of holding it up in 
view of the large increase in stock to come upon 
the market. The strong féatures of the market 
were coal stocks, which were held firm on compar- 
atively small transactions, though they yielded 
slightly to a drive in the last hours. Trusts were 
depressed with the general list in the éarly portion 
of the day, but met with the most pronounced 
support toward the close as did also New England, 
and these stocks closed close up to their opening 

. Tennessee coal, arter a rallyTrom its de- 
pression of yesterday, made another phenomenal 
drop of eight per cent, carrying the preferred 
stock with it this time, but, as usual, a portion of 
the loss was recovered later in the day. Jersey 
Central and the new speciality, Edison General 
Electric, were strong spots in the market, and 
both stand apart from the rest of the list in show- 
ing advances this evening. The rally in the 
last hour did not last the day out,.and the market 
closed fairly active and weak, at or near the low- 
est prices of the day,

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, February 21—There was quite a 
large business transacted during the early part of 
the session at weak and better prices, but less 
doing and steady at decline during last half hour. 
The opening was at about the opening figures of 
yestertlay, but they ruled weak and declined with 
only’ slight fluctuations, became steadier, and 
closed %c lower than yesterday. The decline was 
attributed, it was claimed, chiefly to the working 
of early Liverpool dispatches, which quoted the 
market for February wheat ‘‘collapsed,” owing to 
arrivals. Operators commenced to sell quite 
freely, and confidence in the market here was 
badly shaken foratime. It seems that owing to 
belated arrivals on account of adverse weather a 
sort of “squeeze” was underway in California. 
The weakness in Liverpool and increased arrivals 
caused a filling of contracts, and merely the ad- 
vance of Thursday wastlost. This is the explana- 
tion made by persons who are doing business for 
foreign parties. 

Corn—A moderate speculative trade was re- 
ported, and the feeling developed was weaker, 
much lower prices being established. The weaker 
tone of wheat, together with cold weather, which 
was looked upon as favorable for improved grad- 
ing, induced short selling by parties who covered 
their outstanding contracts the past two days. 
The market opened a shade under yesterday’s 
final quotations, was easy, and solid off %4c, ruled 
steadier and closed %c@'<c lower than yesterday. 

Oats were active, but weaker and lower on all 
deliveries. There was increased selling by longs, 
and no demand of consequence except from shorts, 
but their purchases were not of sufficient magni- 
tude to sustain prices under the liberal general 
selling, and a recession of ¥,c@'%ec resuited, and 
the market closed weak at inside figures. 

Mess pork trading in futures was of small vol- 
ume, and nothing was done in deliveries this side 
of May. The market was weaker earlier and prices 
declined slightiy, but the lost ground was po 
recovered, and there was steady feeling, though 
an extremely quiet closing. 

Lard was quite weak, as there were liberal offer- 
ings of May and the deferred futures, and only a 
moderate demand. The net decline was 2} c. 

Short rib sides.—A moderate amount of interest 
was displayed, but prices were weak and the 
closing figures at the bottom.

Astoday is Washington's birthday, a national 
holiday, the offices at the state house will be 
closed all day. The governor issued an order 
to that effect vesterday. 

They Want Guns. 

Major R. L. Moye and Captain L. W. Has- 
kell, of Cuthbert, called at the executive de- 
partment yesterday, and also on the adjutant 
general, to make application for guns for the 
cadets at the branch college at Cuthbert. This 
isthe only one of the branch colleges whose ca- 
dets are not furnished with guns. The boys 
have been provided with uniforms at consid- 
erable cost, and the college isin a better con- 
dition than ever. Every effort will be made 
tofurnish the equipments asked for, though 
Adjutant General Kell could not give any 
definite inforination as to when the guns could 
be obtained. He sayshe will bring the matter 
before the next meeting of the military ad- 
visory board, and will try to arrange with the 
board for guns for the college. 

Released From the Penitentiary. 

Colon»! Towers, principal keeper of the pen- 
itentiary, made one man happy yesterday by 
turning him out of the penitentiary. 

William Seabrook was the fortunate indi- 
yidual. He was sentenced last June by the 
superior court of Glynn county to serve seven 
years for assault with intent to murder. Im- 
mediately after his conviction Seabrook was 
taken to the Chattahoochee brick yards, where 
he has since been confined. His reputation 
was an excellent one, and even after his re- 
moval to the penitentiary his lawyers endeav- 
pred to have the case heard again. 

An order for a new trial has just been 
granted by the Glynn county court, and yes- 
terday morning Seabrook gave bond and was 
discharged from the penitentiary by order of 
Colonel Towers.

How the House Harmonizes With Its Sur- 
roundings—-The Tout Ensemble Ke- 
garded at Inman Park. 


There will be a great many pretty residences 
built this summer, and the architects have all 
they can do. Many'plans have been drawn 
and the carpenters are already at work. The 
open winter has been favorable to their opera- 
tions, and the hammer has not ceased its music 
since last spring.

The great architect -has spread the 
immaculate canvas above, and the floating 
clouds are there better than any mortal can 
paint them. The ground and the grass and 
the hills make the Sashevenad, then the archi- 
tect comes along and completes the picture— 
no, he cannot complete it, for the an 
do that when they move _ in. he 
skillful housewife puts on the finishing 
touches—-hero a shrub, theré a rose and yonder 
a lily, withcrysanthemumns pantomiming be- 
tween. Then after you think the picture is 
complete, little cherubs move about over the 
scene and give it life. All these things goes 
into architecture as the greatest architect has 
planned it. All the lesser ones, however 
great their skill or reputation, are subordinate 
to him in the ednaibad planning of the home 
and its surroundings. 

As much as they are able, the architects of 
Inman park have built on this idea, and 
where they have left off the incomers are ex- 
pected to take the cue and put on the finishing 
touches. There are beautiful suburban resi- 
dences, varied asthe tastes of their owners, 
and owners tastes are as many as the idiosyn- 
cracies ofsin. Five of these new residences 
are complete and occupied, and there are signs 
of comfort within. 

Mr. Hurt and Editor Carter have pretty 
cottages at the farther end, and from the ex- 
terior it looks like they are enjoying life, 
though Mr. Hurt is still suffering from the in- 
disposition that la grippe left with him.
